in the policies, and after her brother 
had been missing for seven years she 
made a claim to the money, declaring 
that he was legally dead, but the in­ 
surance company was not 
satisfied 
with the case 
and 
had 
detectives 
searching for him. 
After a trial lasting for almost a 
week, a jury in the United States cir­ 
cuit court in St. Louis rendered a 
verdict on Get. 5 last in favor of 
George C. Rankin, plaintiff, in his 
suit against the New York Life In­ 
surance company to recover $7,736 
insurance on the life of George A. 
Kimmel, who, the jury declared, was 
dead. 
Kimmel, under the name of White, 
had been confined in the asylum for 
eighteen months. 
It took the jury 
two days to hear testimony regarding 
his alleged insanity. 
Justice Keogh, 
when he learned of the decision of 
the jury, called him to the bench and 


told him to live a life above rcpreach 
to prove the jury had not made a mis­ 
take in giving him his freedom. White 
said he realized the decision of the 
jurymen and would prove by his ex­ 
emplary life his gratitude.

H enry d a y Frick, who is one of 
the conspicuous figures in the indus­ 
trial and financial 
history 
of 
the 
United States, 
was bom 
at 
W est 
Overton. Pa., December 19, 1849. Af­ 
ter completing his school which in­ 
cluded a years at an Ohio univer­ 
sity. he began his career as a clerk 
in the general store of his uncle at 
Mount Pleasant, Pa. 
The coke bus­ 
bies was then in its infancy, but Mr. 
Frick, even with his limited business 
experience, saw that it possesed vast 
possibilities. 
He 
borrowed 
money 
from his grandfather and embarked 
in the business in a small way. 
The 
business prospered from the start and 
before many years grew to be larger 
than all others of its kind in 
the 
United States combined. 
Before he 
was thirty years of age, Mr. Frick 
was the largest individual coke opera­ 
tor in the field. 
In 1889 Mr. Frick be­ 
came connected with the 
Carnegie 
Steel company and he was the central 
figure in the great strike at H om e­ 
stead in 1892. 
During the strike oc­ 
curred one of the most exciting epi­ 
sodes in Mr. Frick’s career, when he 
was several times shot and stabbed 
by an anarchist named Berkman, who 
subsequently served fifteen years in 
prison brr his crime.

Andrew Carnegie, who is credited with having in his possession title 


to wealth that makes him a hundred-millionaire several times over, freely 


confesses that he did not create the wealth that he owns and that he 


merely has absorbed it from the common store. 


In an address before the National Civic federation 
Andrew 
talked 


quite as “wildy” as a socialist or a single-taxer. 
The millionaires, he said, 


are not creators of wealth 
They simply possess the privilege of collecting 


wealth from the public. 
All wealth, he said, was made by the people and 


should return to the people. 


Citing the case of two sons, one having the opportunity 
to 
exact 


from the public the unearned increment making him a millionaire, the other 


industrious and frugal, depending upon his own labor and getting only a 


bare living, Mr. Carnegie asked: “ Now, tell me, my fellows of the Civic 


federation, is there anything to glorify one family or reward one family 


against the other? 
W ho made that wealth? 
The community, the popu­ 


lation, the people. 
Then you tell me that wealth is sacred. 
I 
say 
the 


community is the leading partner who made that wealth. 
It is the hun­ 


dreds of people settling up there and thousands of people settling around 


there. 
Here are these millionaires, who have toiled not. neither have they 


spun.” 


Though Mr. Carnegie thinks that it is not a square deal, he would not 


undertake to appropriate the unearned increment until the death of its pos 


sessor. 
Then he would levy a confiscatory inheritance tax. 
The income 


tax does not meet his approval. 
Like 
the 
personal property tax it is 


easily dodged. 
He quotes Gladstone that “an income tax makes a nation of 


liars.” 
It does not tax men upon their possessions, but upon their earn­ 


ings. 
Yet the method of reclaiming to the community the wealth which it 


has made is a matter of detail 
When it is concluded to reclaim the un­ 


earned increment it may be found that there is a better way than an in­ 


heritance tax to enable the public to obtain the wealth that it has created 


The first essential is for the public to identify its property. 
After that, it 


should not be difficult for it to regain possession.— Milwaukee News.

CARNEGIE 
DEMORALIZING 


L O N D O N , Dec. 19.— Prof. Sir W il­ 
liam Japp Sinclair of Victoria univer­ 
sity, Manchester, in a speech at Aber­ 
deen, voiced numerous severe com­ 
plaints of the evil effect of Andrew 
Carnegie’s gift of $10,000,000 to Scot­ 
tish universities. 
He said 
he

never met an Aberdeen graduate who 
did not denounce the influence of the 
g ilt. 
It was learned from other sources 
that the provision whereby any Scot­ 
tish student may apply to the Carne­ 
gie trust fund for fees has been in­ 
te rp re te d with such latitude that even 
some negro students have

The practical effect of the gift 
was that most of the students in all 
Scottish universities had drawn fees 
from the trust fund, many of them 
squandering the money, supplied by 
their parents and concealing the fact 
that they had received help from the 
fund.

INSANITYINCREASING 


W A S H IN G T O N . D. C , Dec. 19 — 
According to a report just issued by 
the census bureau insanity is on the 
increase in the United States. 
The 
report shows that not only is insanity 
is on the increase, but it is increasing 
more than in proportion to the popu­ 
lation. 
The figures show that there 
are as a rule more insane males than 
females, though in the southwest the 
number of insane 
females 
slightly 
predominates. 
There is a much larg­ 
er per cent of insane foreigners than 
of natives, and of the foreigners the 
Germans and Scandinavians 
furnish 
about 65 per cent. 
One peculiarity 
is that insanity among the native- 
born population of mixed 
blood is 
very rapidly on the increase.
